Commission 

Professor Norman Ruff, Political Science, 
was recently appointed to the Commis¬ 
sion of Inquiry into Employer-Employee 
Relations in the British Columbia Public 
Service. 

The Commissioners have been meeting 
for the past three weeks, and he says, "We 
hope to have the report ready by the 
Christmas deadline." 

Professor Ruff earlier acted as a re¬ 
search assistant to a New Brunswick Com¬ 
mission on employer-employee relations, 
headed by Professor Saul Frankel. Frankel 
is reported to be one of Canada's leading 
experts on the subject. 

Other members of the B.C. five-man 
commission are Chairman, R.D. Higgins, 
Chief Personnel Officer for the Civil Service 
Commission; John Fryer, Executive Secre¬ 
tary of the B.C. Government Employees' 
Union (BCGEU); Norman Richards, a 


Victoria officer for BCGEU and G. Lome 
Tomalty, Personnel Officer of the Mental 
Health Department. 

The commission will hold public hear¬ 
ings November 20-December 1 in Prince 
George, Kamloops, Victoria and Vancouver. 

Science 300 

Science for non-scientists is the objective 
of Science 300, a course introduced this 
year. 

Dr. G.B. Friedmann, Physics, said the 
lectures are attracting about 40 third 
and fourth year students enrolled in 
non-science courses. 

He said the purpose of the course is to 
try to familiarize non-science students 
with the "purpose and attitudes of scien¬ 
tists", while at the same time giving them a 
basic understanding of science and its 
concepts. 

"For this first year of the course, we are 
exploring present concepts of the structure 
of matter, and lecturers present highlights 


of their respective disciplines toward this 
end," Dr. Friedmann said.

Penitentiary 
Courses Continue 

The success of the research project con¬ 
ducted by J.D. Ayers, Education, which 
brought university level courses to inmates 
at the British Columbia Penitentiary last 
term has resulted in the awarding of a 
contract to the university by the office of 
the Solicitor General, Ottawa. 

Under the terms of the contract, the 
University of Victoria will provide four 
university—level credit courses for 40 
to 50 inmates at the British Columbia 
Penitentiary. In the event of enthusiastic 
inmate response, the university will under¬ 
take to provide an additional course, which 
would furnish inmate students with first 
year university. 

The project is, in effect, a continuation 
of the research done by Dr. Ayres and 
Anthony Parlett last term through a 
$35,000 Donner Canadian Foundation 
grant and matching grant from the Fed¬ 
eral Government.

The contract calls for the university to 
provide courses in English, History, 
Psychology and Sociology at the first-year 
level, plus remedial education. 

Course content is supervised by A.E. 
Loft, History; R.E. Hagedorn, Anthro¬ 
pology and Sociology; R.A. Hoppe, 
Psychology;and G.G. McOrmond, English. 

Lecturers are Brian Pollick in History 
242 who also supervises Sociology 100, 
and Peter Busby who lectures in English 
120 and supervises Psychology 100. 

Dr. Ayers says the program is aimed at 
helping each man develop a more mature 
set of values which should help him to 
adapt more readily to accepted standards 


once he is released. 

"Political, social, economic and ethical 
issues inherent in the courses are used as 
vehicles for discussion," Dr. Ayers said, 
and added, "The men come to realize there 
are several sides to any problem, and an 
individual may take any one of these." 

The courses are now underway at the 
penitentiary.
